President Cleveland Has & Little 
Surprise in Store. 

He Will Give a Startling Chapter on 
the Verifzuela Boundary Dispute 



With the Kfrnrt* of tbe t ubai 

Nkw York, Nov. 2(V— The 
Waahington correspondent telegraphs 
as follows: 

"President Cleveland's friends In 
Washington and elsewhere continue 
to assert that the forthcoming mes- 
sage to congress will contain a sur- 
prising chapter on the Venezuelan 
boundary dispute and the Cuban 
revolution. The surprise, it is said, 
will be occasioned by the president's 
announcement that with regard to 
these questions the administration 
has taken such advanced ground In 
the direction of a vigorous asser- 
tion of American rights aa to 
amount to a complete reversal of its 
foreign policy up to the time that 
Mr. Olney became secretary of state. 
Some time during the past summer 
Secretary Olney addressed a communi- 
cation to the Hritish government con- 
taining an emphatic notification that 
the United States would expect to see: 
the Monroe doctrine respected, and | 
would, indeed, insist upon its applica- 
tion to the controversy between Eng- 
land and Venezuela. 

"As to Cuba, the administration has 
taken no steps in addition to the ill- 
advised letter of Attorney General 
Harmon giving it as bis unofficial 
opinion that the American people 
would be doing an unfriendly act to a 
friendly power in taking part in public 
meetings called for the purpose of ex- 
pressing sympathy with the cause. 

"Judge Harmon has aince admitted 
that his letter was written without suf- 
cient thought, and that in it he took 
ground that he ia now willing to sur- 

"H is now asserted that the presi- 
dent will express hearty sympathy 
with the efforts of the Cubans to ob- 
tain freedom, and there is a further 
intimation that in the opinion of the 
administration they should be recog- 
nized as belligerents. 

"The statement is repeated that the 
vigorous Americanism of the new pol- 
icy will be a surprise to the public, 
amounting to a sensation. The terms 
of Secretary Olney's midsummer 'ulti- 
matum' to Great Britain and the sug- 
gestion for the recognition of the Cu- 
ban patriots as belligerents will be 
made public simultaneously, and the 
administration will devote the remain- 
of its life to popularizing itself 
with the American people."
